MORE QUAKES FOR NORTHWEST. 


Scientist Predicts Further Shocks and 
Believes Cold Wave Will 
Continue. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 
TACOMA,’ Jan. 12.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Following the experience of 
two slight earthquakes here in the 
Northwest yesterday, Dr. Willis Eu- 
gene Everett, a scientific writer, pre- 
dicts further shocks, and even some 
disturbances on Mt. Hood, Mt. Baker 

and other long dormant volcanoes. 

He expects no great moderation in 
the existing cold wave until about 
January 20, when it may be increased 
or decreased, according to the effect 
of the recent italian cataclysm and 
other disturbances. 

Dr. Everett says that the Japan cur- 
rent has been shifted or swerved per- 
haps 1500 miles from the Washington 
and Oregon coasts by these disturb- 
ances, due to the great solar stress 
brought about by the unusual position 
of the principal planets, which are ex- 
erting their baleful influence upon the 
earth. 

Dr. Everett prefaced his explanation 
of the temblor by stating that the 
Rocky Mountains once formed an 
ecean range, but were moved further 
inland by gigantic seismic disturb- 
ances which raised what is now the 
bed. of the Pacific Ocean.

DIVORCEE MURDERED. 


Woman Shot in San Jose Hotel and 
Man Kills Himself in 
Jail. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN JOSE, Jan. 12.—Mrs. William 
Armour, a divorcee, was shot by Fred 
Smith, an employé of the Union Ice 
Company, and probably fatally wound- 
ed this afternoon shortly after 3 
o'clock. The shooting occurred in an 
annex to the lobby of the Russ House, 
where the pair, together with Mra. 
Ida Schiey of 212 South Main street, 
had repaired in order to avoid a scene, 
which Smith is said to have threat- 
ened to make on the atreet. Smith 
then turned the weapon upon himself, 
firing two shots, both of which missed 
the mark. Before he could fire again, 
he was disarmed and turned over to 
the police. 

Less than fifteen minutes after he 
had attempted suicide and murder in 
the hotel, he succeeded in ending his 
life in his cell, by knotting a hand- 
kerchief and ket around his neck, 

n. 

The shooting caused a panic in the 
Russ House and Smith was handled 
roughly when an excited crowd learned 
the nature of the shooting. 

Mrs. Armour was carried through a 
great concourse of people who gath- 
ered in front of the bullding, placed in 
a hack and carried to a sanitarium on 
Third street. 

Smith’: wife deserted him in’ Feb- 
ruary, 1907, fleeing from this city with 
John Hende son, 4 man who was sup- 
posed to be his friend, and who was 
employed in the engineering depart- 
ment of the same company.

“If I have shown any undue zeal in 
commenting upon these proceedings,” 


“it is not through anger, but through 
an indignant resentment that every 
self-respecting man. feels who is spied 
upon by the government he is at- 
tempting to serve. No language can 
completely describe such a shameful 
performance. I don't exempt any one 
from that remark who is called, from 
the highest to the lowest.” 8

DESERTS MAW 
GIVES UP ONE. 


| Death Valley Swallows Two 


Mysteriously. 


Automobile Breaks Down and 
Thirst Threatens. 
Searching Parties Fail to 
Find Travelers. 


D. V. A. Williams, a mining man of 
Los Angeles, and a chauffeur named 
Brasher, who left Los Angeles eight 
days ago in a Franklin automobile 
with Samuel F. Hammond, for a mine 
near Johannesburg. are lost on the 
desert somewhere between Randsburg 
and tt. The abandoned car was 
found Ballarat late yesterday 
afternoon by a searching party from 
Daggett. A note pinned to the back 
of the tonneau stated that the men 
had gone after water. 

The searching party continued to 
Ballarat where Hammond was found. 
He had trudged wearily across the 
desert and was almost exhausted. He 
said he had left Williams at the car, 
and that the chauffer had fallen ex- 
hausted after walking fifteen miles to- 
ward Ballarat. 


men, after the Franklin broke down, 
agreed that Hammond and Brasher 
should go for aid, and that Williams 
should remein near the car. They had 
neither food nor water, and were in 
dire straits. After walking fifteen 
miles Basher could get not farther. He 
was not found on the back trail by the 
searching party, and it is feared he 
may have wandered into Death Valley 
in a delirium. 

Williams, who is a heavy man, told 
the others he could not walk far, and 
he is said to have been willing to re- 
main near the car. The searchers, 
however, fear that he, too, has wWan- 
dered into Death Valley, as footprints 
near the car show where he must 
have sought to find water by walking 
in the direction of the heart of the 


many miles. 
MAY HAVE PERISHED. 

Though the search was continued un- 
til late last night, nothing was heard 
of either Williams or Brasher, and it 
is feared they may have perished, as 
rain was falling on the desert and a 
high wind was blowing. 


reached Randsburg last Wednesday, 
and left the same day, stating that 
they were going to “The White Mine,” 
a claim in Death Valley owned by 
Williams. When no word was heard 
from they for several days searching 
parties left Johannesburg, Daggett 
and Randsburg. The finding of the 
empty car adds to the mystery of the

AT MINE MEETING. 


ISTOLS and police figured in an 

attempt to hold the annual meet- 

ing of the Eagle-Ibex Mining 
Company in the office of Attorney 
Henry H. Roser, secretary of the com- 
pany, in the Wiison building, last 
evening.

It is also asserted 
that M. J. Gross, one of the stock- 
holders, seized the weapon and possi- 
bly prevented a shooting. 

B. Lewandowski, formerly a bosom 
friend of Roser, lined up with the op- 
posing faction, and got into a fight 
with the secretary, in which he hit 
the gas stove with his head and 
knocked it about five feet, dislocating 
the apparatus and breaking his eye- 
glasses. The fire went out, but 
Lewandowsk! remained in the ring, 
while Roser held the fort. 

President Furtsch called the police 
within five minutes after calling for 
“order,” and three husky patrolmen 
rushed in from the Central Station 
and wanted to know. When they 
learned it Was a factional fight the 
police refused to remain, but said they 
would stay in the hall, ready to quell 
a riot. 

Furtsch insisted on the police re- 
maining, but Roser asserted on the 


part of his faction that if Furtsch 
was trying to run the mecting by the 


aid of the officers and a revolver, he 
would insist that it was illegal.

Deputy 
District Attorney Ray Horton offered 
the minute book in evidence, but this 
was objected to by Carlson's attor- 
neys.

made that this act on the part of Seattle closes the 
discussion. 

Hardly so. There was similar joy in the camp 
the semi-Socialists when fat Tom Johnson in 
his fat-headed socialism municipalized the street 
railroad service in Cleveland. As Mayor of that 
socialized city be rode in big automobiles and 
lived in a palace, which was not municipally shared 
with the motormen. “Today Tom is living in a flat 
and walking, while unn.vnicipalized people use his 
autos. It was easy for Crveland to get into the 

business of owning railroads by political 
heelers; but it cost something to get out. 

Many and many and still more cities have gone 
into municipalized ventures. Glasgow got in. But 
the taxpayers and the public got the worst of it. 
London got in—in awfully—is in still. The cost 
there was an eye-opener to the taxpayers and the 
public. Germany, an empire, owns all the rail- 
roads and they are better managed than could be 
in this country with our popular government. But 
the service is not so good as in the United States 
and the cost is greater to the people. Switzerland 
owns part of the railroads and is acquiring the 
rest. But that is not because the roads are made to 
pay, nor because the service is good, but because 
the government is almost a pure democracy and 
the people are bent on getting as near socialism 
as possible. Australia is in the same category. 
Italy owns part of the railroads. The service is 
abominable. Ride all night in one of these so- 
cialized trains if you wish to learn how it works. 
English railroads are run by private enterprise. 
So are those of the United States. The service 
is better in these countries than in all others, and 
is cheaper, class for class. 

But all this is not to the point. There is a radi- 
cal reason why the government should not go into 
business unless necessary. In Los Angeles, where 
the city owns the water supply, we may undertake 
service with propriety, and under good officials, 
successfully. It may be well to have the govern- 
ment carry the mails. There may come a time 
when another service of universal necessity may 


| be undertaken by the government, and it may be 


right to manage that service as the postoffices are 
managed, so that it does not pay expenses by $16,- 
000,000 a year. We doubt that to be right. But 
let it pass. The fundamental principle is that the 
functions of government have never been held by 
statesmen to be to go into com ition with the 
people in business. Once you in there is no 


logical stopping place short of straight socialism.. 


We have never heard an advocate of government 
management of business affairs speak who did not 
through. 
The test is when you touch some enterprise in 
which the “progressive” is personally concerned. 
Here is one who thinks the government should un- 
dertake the carrying business, but he shrieks if 
you suggest postal savings banks. He has a sav- 
ings bank of his own. ' 

There you have light. Business men in all fields 
of enterprise would be wise if they would look to 
the end. One man may favor government control 
of railroads; his neighbor will wish the government 
to do all the banking; the next one thinks the city 
should manage the street railroads, and the féllow 
by his elbow suggests telephones. _ 

Governments are organized to guard the public 
weal, to make life, limb and property safe. The 
business of the government is to see that each citi- 
zen has an equal chance to live his life in peace, 
to enjoy his personal liberty, and to pursue his 
happiness in his own way, not standing in the way 
Outside of that all government 
interference with business is ultra vires, should 
not be undertaken excepting under the most serious 
necessity, and to the least extent possible. 

The old conception is statesmanlike, is sound 
from a business point of view, and makes for the 

of the world. The new notion is based

on socialism and leads to socialism in the end. 


Franchises? Grant them under due limitations, 
and exact from those who get them just pay in 
some shape or other.

ees PERSISTENT POSTAGE STAM 
Perhaps the most persistent thing on the Face 
of the earth today is the ordinary pos stamp 
of commerce. Just lick one on an envelope and 
direct it where to go; it will get there, no matter 
what obstacles may arise to block its pathway. 
This wonderful fact was brought vividly to mind 
by a dispatch in the columns of yesterday's issue 
of The Times which related the adventures of Mail 
Carrier Finnegan of Truckee. Several postage 
stamps were due to arrive across the mountains 
from Truckee, and it was “up to” Finnegan to get 
them there. The distance is sixteen miles. In the 
good old summertime they are pleasant miles, and 
doubtless Finnegan whistles and sings on his way 
through the chaparral and many a pathway of 
flowers at that season of the year, with mocking 
bird and the linnet to pipe back at him as he goes. 
But sometimes in winter it is a different proposition. 
We learn that, the other day, when ‘Finnegan 
got half-way on his road with his mail bag, he got 
into snowbanks that were as high as his head and 
some of them a lot higher. He floundered, and had 
it not been that a relief party was sent out after 
him the government would even now be hunting 
around to find a man to take Finnegan's place. He 
was rescued, and tried it again, only again to fail.

Mail Carrier Finnegan's case is, however, merely 
an illustration of what the postage stamp has to 
buck against.

Long stretches of gleaming sand with the 
waves rippling at one's feet will spread a bed as 
soft as down for rest. while the winds murmur a 
lullaby and the waves will sing an accompaniment 
soothing as Mother Nature can make her hymn of 
rest, peace and health. There will be the tang of 
the salt water in the air, and the splash of the 
breakers on the rocks at the headland. 

If that palls on our surfeited senses, let us be- 
take ourselves to the mountains, where the pines 
catch the breezes from the ocean and take up the 
refrain that makes all nature one “long, sweet 
song.” The tang of the seaweed will give place to 
the spice of the evergreen. The glint of the sun- 
beam on the wave will yield to the shadows of 
noontide in some glen where the fern is dank and 
where wild flowers attract the humming bird and 
the bee. The high Sierras will call where the 
snow still lingers in midsummer and where the 
giant growths of the elder world still linger, loath 
to leave a world so fair. Here we shall look upon 
the sequoias 6000 years old, which were contem-

This direct nomi- 
scheme means in effect two elections in- 
stead of one. Never fear about the boss under 
those conditions. He and his henchmen will attend 
to their business. The ordinary citizen, with no 
ssion for work that he can escape, will merely 
be less effective politically than he is now. 

“Then as to the ‘simplified’ ballot. ‘Every voter,’ 
the Governor says, ‘should express his choice with 
regard to each office separately.’ Possibly he 
should; certainly he won't, and you can’t make 
him. Good or bad, the ballot should stand as it is. 
To be tinkering it continually is to 
voters to stay away from the poll 
the power of the expert iticians. Let well 
enough alone.”

RETIRES FROM POMONA COLLEGE 
UNEXPECTEDLY.

Gives Ii Health and Distaste of 
Soliciting Endowment Funds as 
Reasons—Trustees Express Regret 
and Appoint Committee to Seek 
Successor 


The resignation of Dr. George A. 
Gates, president of Pomona College, 
was presented yesterday at a meeting 
of the board of trustees in this city, 
and accepted without dissent. 

The trustees present were George W. 
Marston, of San Diego, N. W. Blauch- 
ard of Santa Paula, E. E. Hahn of 
Pasadena, Bishop J. H. Johnson, C. C. 


„Chapman of Fullerton, A. K. Smiley 


of Redlands, W. L. Porterfield of Long 
Beach, Rev. K. F. Goff of Riverside, 
Rev. A. C. Smither, Dr. Warren F. 
Day and Dr. Henry. King. 

In accepting the resignation, to take 
effect at the close of the school year in 
June. as an evidence of the good will 
tor President Gates, the board voted 
te extend his salary to October 1, to 


realigive hin an immediate vacation, and 


in addition presented him with a well- 
filled purse. Messrs. Marston, Hahn, 
Johnson, Chapman and Kingman were 
Selected as a committee th seek a suc- 
cessor as head of the college. 
While President Gates gives impend- 
ing ill health as one reason for his re- 
tirement, he accentuates his fepug- 
nance to becoming a mere financial! 
agent for the college, declaring his 
own inability as a money-getter. The 
history of the institution, however. 
shows that it has made marvelous ad- 
Vancement in every direction. 
Before adjournment the board of 
trustees adopted the following reso- 
lutions, setting forth their sentiments 
concerning the retiring president:

LOOKED LIKE MURDER. . 


But Death of Gardener ‘Proved to Be 
Result of Fractured Skull 
Due to Fall. 


C. W. Sayre, a gardener, aged about 
50 years, who worked in the West- 
moreland tract, and resided at a 
lodging-house conducted by R. N. 
Waton at No. 609 East Second street, 
was found dead in his bed yesterday 
afternoon as the result of a fracture 
of the skull received in falling on the 
sidewalk last Monday. 

A servant found the corpse, and as 
it appeared that he had been shot in 
the back of the head, it was pre- 
sumed to be a case of murder, but an 
autopsy last night by Dr. Campbell, 
showed that there was no wound on 
the body except a slight fracture of 
the skull at the base of the brain. 
which the physician stated might 
have been caused by a fall. 

This was borne out later in the 
evening by the statement of a friend 
named Pat Keys, who asserts that he 
met Sayre at First and Vignes streets 
Monday evening, and Sayre said at 
that time that he had falien that aft- 
ernoon and had severely bruised the 
back of his neck. Keys took Sayre 
to the East Sevcond-atrees 
house and put him to bed. 
followed during the night from 
shock. 

The autopsy showed that the left 
side of the brain was badly clotted 
with blood and the stomach con- 
tained nothing but wine. 

In the pockets of the dead man 
were two pictorial postal cards from 
Montgomery, Ala. sent last Septem- 
ber and signed by a woman named 


Rosalind. She wrote that one of the 
buildings was “where grandma 
stayed, and asked if the other one 


looked the same, “as when you were 
here.

BUTTER’S UNCERTAINTY.

Grocery Clerk Technically Guilty and 
Fined fer Selling Under-weight. 
Firm Exonerated. 

The uncertainty of the weight of but- 
ter was the subject of discussion yes- 
terday before Justice Rose of the Po- 
lice Court, when C. H. Plummer, an 
employé of Anderson & Chanslor faced 
trial on a charge of selling stock below 
weight.

In fining Plumener, $20, because of 
technical guilt, Justice Rose stated 
that he is convinced that the firm 
does not ordinarily sell underweight 
butter, but that Plummer, having 
pleaded guilty, would have to pay the 
penalty. Anderson & Chansior were 
among the first of the leading grocers 
to advocate an ordinance requiring 
full-weight sales, but they could not 
guard against an occasiqnal roll slight- 
ly under weight going out; one of 
these fell into an inspector's hands.

JAPAN TO SEND WARSHIPS. 

That Japan is to send two armored 
cruisers and two training ships to Cal- 
ifornia ports is the announcement made 
here today by T. Ishida, representative 
the Japanese government, who 
closed a contract with the Spreckels 
Company for a coal supply when the 
ships come to San Diego in April. 
According to Ishida’s statements the 
cruisers and training ships are to leave 
Japan in March, going first to San 
Francisco, thence to San Pedro and 
from there to San Diego, where two 
weeks will be spent in preparing for a 
cruise to Panama.

Ishida also claims to be a represen- 
tative of a Japanese steamship firm, 
which contemplates sending one of it 
large vessels to the ports of San Pedro 
and San Diego providing he can con- 
tract for sufficient business to and from 
the Orient.

CLOSES FIGHT. 


BATTLE FOR HUGE ESTATE AT 
VENTURA is ENDED.

Woman Whose Jewels Were Foun- 
dation of Huge Fortune le Declared 
Incompetent and Her Son Is Ap- 
pointed Guardien—She Receives 
$25,000. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
* SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 12.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] A sad compromise 
in the Superior Court here today closed 
the legal batth of Sefiora Dominga 
Badiilo Schiappa Pietra for half of the 
$2,000,000 Leonardo Schiappa Pietra 
estate in Ventura county. By it, 
Sefiora Schiappa Pietra is declared in- 
competent, and her son, Astulfa, ap- 
pointed guardian. She gets $25,000, and 
each of her five children, who, in an- 
other sult in Ventura county are at- 
tacking the will of Leonardo Schiappa 
Pietra, ts a similar sum. 

The history of this case is long and 
interesting. In 1852 Dominga Schiappa 
Pietra was married. Her husband was 
named Refugio. He disappeared and 
was never again heard from. After- 
ward the women met Frederico Schiap- 
pa Pictra. He had two brothers, An- 
tonſo and Leonardo. The woman al- 
leges she became the common‘law 
wife of Fredericb. She is a native Cal- 
ifornian, and was wealthy when young. 
She gave Frederico her jewels to sell, 
and with the proceeds he bought land 
in Ventura, which was the start of the 
now gigantic Schiappa Pietra estate. 

By agreement between the brothers, 
one was to visit their parents in Italy 
each year. It was Frederico's turn first, 
and he started many years ago, but 
never reached home. It is believed he 
met with foul play between here and 
San Francisco. His estate was at that 
time worth $12,000. His brother, An- 
tonlo, produced a will which left all 
of it to him, cutting off the widow and 
five children. In ‘time, Antonio, too, 
died, and t same sort of will left 
the estate to Leonardo, after whose 
comparatively recent death in Italy, 
the legal battle was started among the 
heirs. The children of Sefiora Dominga 
Schiappa Pietra fought for the In- 
terests, and then their mother brought 
suit in this county for half the estate. 
Leonardo's heirs alleged that ner chil- 
dren were illegitimate, and were un 
entitied to a share in the estate. 
Sefiora hiappa Pietra is over 70 and 
decrepit. Out of her share in the es- 
tate she will probably get between $10, - 
000 and $11,000.
